** Among the first of the big boodle ordi- 
nances durmg my term was the ordinance 
granting to the Economic Fuel and Gas com- 
pany the right to lay pipes in the streets.

‘became necessary for the gang to pass the 
ordinance over the Mayor’s veto. It was dur-

getting money for my vote. I was spoken to 
by one. of the O’Briens, who said 
that I could receive a consideration 
for my vote. Knowing that the Daily 
News, Tripuye, Herald, and other newspapers 
bad taken avigorous public stand against 
boodling in the Council, and knowing that 
they would be friendly to any exposure of the 
methods of the Council, with the view to 
bringing the corruptionists to justice I called 
on the Daily News.

out the bonds was duly gone through with. 
W. J. O’Brien’s Bondsmen Sign. 

McDonald and Fitzgerald went on the bonds 
of both the O’Briens, McDonald scheduling 
the property at No. 85 Clark street. which 
used to be “Parson” Davies’ saloon when 
**Mike”’ Corcoran and the ‘“ Parson” were 
in business, estimating its value at $26,000, 
while Fitzgerald scheduled the residence 
property Nos. 9 and 11 Congress street, 
the valuation of which he placed at 
$125,000. McDonald then swore that he 
was worth at least $150,000 over his 
liabilities, a statement none seemed to eare to 
controvert, while Fitzgerald declared that he 
thought he could clear up $200,000 if he were 


. to try and that while there was a mortgage of 


$25,000 on the Congress street property still 
its location, directly across the street from the 
Auditorium, made it valuable enough to se- 
cure the appearance in court of a couple of 
ordinary Chicago Aldermen. Then the bonds 
were accepted by the clerk and the party went 
up-stairs to secure the proper discharge from 
Judge Clifford, who was trying a Chinese case. 

Then came Ald, Cremer, who was as good 
as his word, even if it did come over a tele- 
phone, and he was accompanied by William 
Seipp Jr., the rich brewer, and Michael Petrie, 
who is a real-estate nan and brother of the 
Fire Marshal. 

Cremer was a pale and nervous man. He 
made an atteinpt to appear debonnair and 
even gay, affecting an ease of manner which 
he seemed to hope would impress people with 
the idea that appearing in court to give bail 
for boodle indictments was an every-day sort 
of experience which he rather enjoyed than 
otherwise. But the attempt at nonchalance 


} and indifference was a pitiable failure, and 


the twitcbings of his mouth and pallor of his 
face showed the anxiety and purturbation he 
was really in. 

His bondsmen were passed with but little 
questioning. William Seipp Jr. scheduled 
some property at No. 2970 Groveland avenue, 


which he.said. was. worth $50,000, .and he 
furthermore a SN he was worth 


$100,000 or so more than his debts. Petrie 
gave in two lots at Nos. 271 and 278 North 
State street. which he said could not be bought 
for $15,000, and then the Cremer contingent 
moved on to make place for Ald. Jackson and 
his friends. | 
Ald, Jackson Perspires. 
Ald. Jackson did not seem to relish his po-

sition any more than had Cremer. He is a 
fat, pudgy man, somewfat given to perspir- 
ing when anxious or excited, and 
although the office of the Criminal 
Court Clerk was not overly warm _ yester- 
day afternoon, he perspired profusely. He 
kept a handkerchief, so large that its folds at 
times hid the large diamond on his breast, 
busy mopping his brow, and his face wore 
much the expression of that of a man watch- 
ing the wheat bulletin-boards when every 
dollar he has is on what seems to be the 
wrong side of the market. He was anxious 


,and excited, and he took no pains to hide the 


fact. 

With him were Charles E. Affeld and Con- 
rad Witkowsky, who, under the firm name 
of Affeld & Witkowsky, do a real-estate 
business at Ne. 174 La Salle _ street, 
and they came into court with Jack- 
son to go on his bond. Affield scheduled 
property at No. 1824 Diversey street, which 
he valued at $25,000, and Withkowsky some 
tht No. 3453 Indiana aveaue, the price of which 
he put at $10,000. During the process of fill- 
ing out the bonds Mr. Witkowsky exhibited 
an ugly temper, declaring that the newspaper 
men, of whom there was a small army in at- 
tendance, ought to be kept away, and altogeth- 
er did notseem to really enjoy the work he 
was at. 

After this there was along wait for more 
indicted Aldermen. There werethree of them 
in town, Dorman, Gorman, and Gosselin, who 
had not given bail and whose presence would 
have been acceptable, but they did not show 
up with taat alacrity which a considerate care 
for the convenience of the court officials and 
lawyers should have impelled them to. The 
clock pointed past the hour of 5, but Judge 
Clifford was waitmg upstairs for the jury 
in that Chinese case to come in,so Clerk 
Shubert also waited below and held his office 
open. Finally Ald. Dormancamein. He had 
with ‘him John J. Cullerton, who is 
a cousin of Ald. Edward F. Cullerton and 
somewhat of & Democratic politician in the 
Second Congressional District, and Col. 
Michael Cassius McDonald came also. Col. 
MeDonald again explained; this time that he 
had met the Alderman on the street looking 
for bonds, and had consented to oblige him 
simply out of the kindness of a heart over- 
flowing with goodness and generosity. As for 
Cullerton, he announced that he was there to 
go on the Alderman’s bonds, and the sooner it 
was over the better it would suit him. In 
proof of his ability todo as he proposed he 
scheduled real estate at Nos. 889 and 891 Og- 
den avenue, which he valued at $10,000. 

Why Dorman Was Late. 

It transpired afterwards that there had been 
a hitch about securing Dorman’s bonds, which 
accounted for the delay in his appearance.

In the Court-Room. 

Attorney John W. King was mnaking a great 
deal of, noise before a jury when the pair of 
O’Briens, followed by Michael C. McDonald 
and William Fitzgerald, were ushered into 
Judge Clifford’s court-room by Bailiffs Gary 
and Peterson. The schedules, which had been 
prepared in the clerk’s room below, were 
handed to Deputy Clerk Messerth, who hand- 
ed them to Judge Clifford. After they had 
been approved each bond was read and each 
O’Brien and M, C. McDonald and W.lliam 
Fitzgerald acknowledged themselves indebted 
to the State of Illinois in the sum of $10,000 
for the appearance of the principals. 

Court proceeded just the same, and Attorney 
King fired, volleyed, and thundered. The jury, 
however, seemed much interested in the pro- 
ceedings at the clerk’s desk, and the spectators 
who occupied the benches gave their undivided 
attention to the Aldermanic party. 

Ald. Cremer and his sureties were brought 
into court by Bailiff Morrison. A similar 
scene took place and W. C. Seipp and Michael 
Petrie stood responsible for the defendants. 
The next quartet to visit Judge Clifford’s 
court-room was made up of Bailiff Schroe-- 
der, Ald. Jackson, Conrad Witkowsky, and 
C, E. Affeld. Mr. Jackson’s sureties are

ALD. GOSSELIN’S LIVELY EXPERIENCE 


He Narrowly Escapes Spending the Night 
in the Jalil, 

Ald. Gosslein, in charge of Bailiffs Garry 
and Peterson, left the Council Chamber at 
9:30 o’clock last night. In company with the 
bailiffs he walked over to the Criminal Court 
Building, but no one was there to attend to the 
bonds. The Alderman was given the 
alternative of tramping around the streets to 
find a Judge to attend to the bonds or take a 
cell in the County Jail. The Aiderman chose 
to do the tramping. In company with the 
bailiffs Ald. Gosslein walked over 
to the County Building, where Judge 
Adams was holding court for 
the purpose of transacting the 
business of naturalizing foreigners in Judge 
Brentano’s court-room. Judge Adams said at 
first that he would not sign the bonds, and 
things looked dubious for Ald. Gosselin. One 
of the bailiffs started out to find John C. 
Schubert, Clerk of the Criminal Court, to sign 
the bonds. He could not be found, After an 
hour more of suspense for Ald. Gosselin, Maj. 
William C. MecCure, the deputy clerk, ap- 
peared, and the bonds were made out and 
signed by Judge Adams. Ald. William C., 
Pfister and Ald. John J. Brennan went as 
surety for Ald. Gosselin in bonds of $10,000. 

Speaking of the action of the grand jury in 
indicting him, Ald, Gosselin said: “I have 
told ewrything I ever did to reporters to- 
night. Iam puinped dry. I can simply say 
what any innocent man would—I am 
unjustly accused, and have the satisfaction of

knowing that I am innocent. I cannot answer 
for the other Aldermen, Personaily, I fear 
nothing. I can’t understand why all the 
others indicted were. notified this afternoon 
while I was left till tonight. It has put me to 
nnecessary inconvenience. I was told 
that the Judge would be at the Crim- 
inal Court building till 10 o’clock and that 
would have given me a chance to have my 
bonds attended to. But the court adjourned 
before I could get there and JI had to run the 
risk of sleeping on a board in the jail. Hard? 
Well, yes, for an innocent man.” 

‘What do you think the outcome of this 
will be?” 

“Well, f don’t know what the out- 
come in my case will be. They certainly can- 
not convict an innocent man. It is one thing 
to indict me and another thing to convict. Ii 
any of the Aldermen are guilty, why, I say, let 
them wear the stripes. I believe in justice.” 


O'BRIEN ARRESTED IN HIS SALOON, 


Pale and Nervous Despite His Efforts to 
Appear Unconcerned. 


The report of the indictofents soon reached 


Powers & O’Brien’s saloon, No. 170 Madison 
street and the long room rapidly began to fill 
up with sympathizers and henchmen. 
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Ald. O’Brien walked away ahd while Fitz- 
gerald was looking over the paper a couple of 
men quietly passed. in, om@ of whom was 
Deputy Sheriff Berry, who a capias in his 
pocket for Ald. O’Brien. did uot appear 
to be known and the crowd paid no attention 
tohim. He quietly app the Alderman 
from the Sixth and both wall ed to the rear of 
the saloon. Fitzgerald soon joined them, 
and after a brief dGonversation all 
then walked out of the saloon 
and, crossing Madison street, started up La 
Salle street for the North Six or eight 
of the most sympathetic of the henchmen soon 
rushed after them in a group, and just as they 
had overtaken them and for into line as a 
bodyguard Fitzgerald turned round and, with 
a scowl,'ordered them back,’ And Fitzgerald, 
the Aldermen, and the Deputy Sheriff, with 
apparent unconcern, proceeded towards the 
Criminal Court Building. ~ 

The indictment must have been expected by 
the Aldermen, and Fitzgerald doubtless re- 
mained in the salnon during the day to be on 
hand to give bond when the officers came. 

To most of the crowd in saloon the in- 
cident was a surprise. Théy had been taught 
to believe that the stories about bribery were 
all bosh, for had ‘they not héard O’Brien him- 
self say, again and again, that he had never 
done an act inthis life that he could be 
ashamed of, and that if Foreman Lieb ana the 
grand jury wanted to ferret out any Alder- 
manic crookedness he would gladly give them 
all his assistance? His indi@tment and arrest 
seemed to dumfound them, and, not know. 
ing how they could help their chief, they con- 
cluded the best thing they could do to assuage 
their sorrow and chagrin was to take another 
drink.

There have also been picked up stories of 
r'otous conduct and a good deal of boasting 
on the part of certain Aldermen in some of 
these resorts, and one theory is that the woman 
was a participant in one of these Aldermanic 
frolics, in which discretion was drowned in 
wine and tongues were loosened. At ali events. 
the mfstery surrounding Hannah is some- 
thing dense, and it is causing a great deal of 
uneasiness in the combine circles, Agents 
have already been sent out to locate Hannah, 
and the question of the greatest importance 
among the suspects just now is, ‘* Who is Han- 
nah Larkin and what did she tell?’’

“The charge on the face of the bill and the 
foreman’s certificate that it is a true bill are 
what count. The bill turned in yesterday is 
informal anyhow. It is principally designed 
to gather them in—for a round-up of persons 
who might find it canvenient to go to Canada 
or elsewhere unless restrained by a healthy 
bail bond. Today the two indictments against 
Billy O’Brien for bribery will be presented, 
and they will be formal and much stronger 
than the bill returned yesterday.”

STATEMENT BY ALD. S&S. W. ROTH, 


He Telis of the Attempt of Certain Alder- 
mento Buy His Vote. 

Ald. Roth made the following statement last 
evening concerning his connection with the 
buodle cases : 

‘‘ At the time of my election to the Council 
I realized the fact that I was entermg upon 
duties that would ‘be perhaps thankless and 
certainly poorly paid; but realizmg that tne 
ward needed a good Alderman—one who 
would attend to its material requirements—I 
ventured to accept the nomination, and was 
elected. I had not been long in the Council 
until I found that ordinances were not always 
passed upon their merits, nor even upon 
friendship existing among Aldermen, but 
that in some cases it settled down to 
a dispensation of money, at least that 
was the impression that I got. . I 
had never been approached im the 
matter of accepting money for my vote 
previous to the Economic business, because I 
was regarded ag being an honest Alderman, 
anxious to do his duty by his constituents and 
accept nothing more than his lawful pay.

in the custody of the Police Department until the 
final trial and disposition of the charges on which 
they peapaneevery save been arrested. There shall 
be established in connection with such police 
court a proper bath or natatorium where such 
boys as may be detained in said court, and 
poor boys who choose, may receive baths without 
cost, whereby the spread of contagious diseases 
may be prevented. Such baths and the use there- 
of shall be under the direction and supervision of 
the Health Department of the City of Ghicago.

‘AMBS CONFESSES TO FALSIFYING 


THE HOUSE JOURNAL. 


It Was Done Out of Friendship to Nors- 
worthy and Under the Impression That 
He Had Heen Misrepresented in the 
Original~As Manager of the Printing 
House He Did It Without Detection— 
May Have to Prove the Entire Edition, 
Which Will Take a Month. 

Srninerretp, Ill, March 21.—{Special. ]|— 
The man who attempted to falsify the printed 
copies of the House journal made a clean 
breast of the matter today. According to his 
own confession, the man who cut out the leaf 
containing the correct roll call on the * Cow 
law’? and inserted another leaf upon the 
roll call as printed, omitting Norsworthy’s 
name, was Charies J. Ambs, tne General 
manager of the Rokker Printing company 
and a son-in-law of H. W. Rokker, the State 
Priuter, confessed today that the work was 
done under his direction upon his own respon- 
sibility, and said it was done solely as an ac- 
commodation to Norsworthy. 

The Secretary of State, the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts, the Attorney-General, and the 
State Treasurer constitute the Commissioners 
of State contracts. It is their duty to attend 
to the letting of all contracts for work done 
for the State and to see that the terms of the 
contracts are carried out. Jt was apparent this 
morning that something must be done in the 
matter, but the Commissioners could take no 
official action, as only two of their number 
were in the city, Secretary of State Pearson 
and Attorney-General Hunt.

The bill is Senate bill 420 
and was introduced by Senator Berry. It pro- 
hibits stock runn at large in incorporated 
towns, cities, and villages. 

You can doubtless have me recorded right in 
the printed copies of the House journal. 

Kindly take such steps as are proper and ef- 
fective inthe matter and I will remember to 
reciprocate the favor.

Mr, Ambs says he never replied to this let- 
ter. He heard nothing more of the matter 
until Mr. Norsworthy came to Springfield in 
January.

** He just came in,’”’ said Mr. Ambs, “and 
told me not to forget that matter. He said 
he was in ahurry to catch thetrain and had 
not time to talk.

Qnly fifty volumes, Mr. Ambs said, were 
tteated in this manner, and not one had gone 
out of the establishment except those sent to 
the Secretary of State. which were returned. 
After making his confession Mr. Ambs said 
in an interview: 

“The whole thing was a foolish piece of 
business, and I alone am responsible for the 
job. I thought that Mr. Norsworthy had actu- 
ally suffe an injustice and I saw no partic- 
ular objection to setting the matter right. I 
never received a penny for what I did. I had

That 
will be preserved for evidence. The matter 
is of such gravity as to affect the validity of 
the laws passed by the last Assembly, and the 
chances are that the entire journal, nearly 
2,000 pages, will have to be read over again

STANDARD OIL TRUST. 


SHAREHOLDERS VOTE IT OUT OF 
EXISTENCE. 


Action Brought About by the Ohio Legis- 
lature Declaring the Combine Uniawfual 
in That Staté—Bight Directors Named 
to Close the Affairs of the Trust, and 
Provide for the Consolidated Companies 
Which Will Take the Business—{Ancreaso 
of Capital, | : 


New York, March 21.—[Special. }—The spe-. 
cial meeting of the certificate-holders of the 
Standard Oil trust, which was called for the 
purpose of dissolving the trust, was hela to- 
day and the final dissolution of the trust was 
resolved upon. unanimously. The wiping out 
of the trust was made necessary by the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Ohio, declar- 
ing against the legality of the trust in that 
State, and the certainty that the trust would 
sooner or later be driven out of other States 
by reason of the growing unpopularity of 
such monopolistic combines. Of course, the 
dissolution is only a matter of form. The 
Rockefellers, the Flaglers, John D. Archbold, 
and the other members of the trust will con- 
tinue to be the brains of the associated re- 
fineries and control the business in this coun- 
try as heretotore, not as trustees of the Stand- 
ard Oil trust, but as individual owners of the 
companies, in all of which they are the chief 
stockholders. 

The meeting today was held at the office of 
the Standard QOjl trust, No. 26, Broadway. 
There were 250 certificate-holders present, r2p- 
resenting with the proxies: held by John D. 
Rockefeller, President, and John D. Arch- 
bold, the secretary, 736,720 shares of stock out 
of 950,000. Mr. Rockefeller was invited to 
take the chair and Mr. Archbold to act as 
secretary of the meeting. 


Resolutions Proposed. 

S. C. T. Dodd, the solicitor of the trust, of- 
fered the following resolutions:

! Unanimously Adopted, 

When the resolution was put to a vote, it 
was found that all the stock represented at the 
meeting—-736,720 shares—was voted in the af- 
firmative. There were no negative votes. 

After the meeting Mr. Dodd said that it was 
expected it would take about four months for 
the trustees to wind up the affairs of the trust. 
The only property to be divided consists of 
stock in the various companies, cash on hand, 
and office fixtures and such belongings. There 
are about thirty corporatiors in the trust in 
seven different States. They are all petrole- 
um refining companies, except the eight pipe 
lines, a lubricating oil-works, and several 
cooperages and box and can factories. These 
thirty corporations will be reduced to eighteen 
or twenty, either by keepmg: them out alto- 
gether or by consolidation with larger com- 
panies. It is still a question of law to be de- 
termined just what companies can be ab- 
sorbed. 

Among those of the companies to be abol- 
ished, so far as Mr. Dodd couid tell today, 
were the Pratt Manufaéturing company of 
Brooklyn, whose works are near those of the 
Standard Oil Refining company of New York, 
with which it is to be merged; the Atlas Re- 
fining company of Buffalo, the Acme Oil com- 
bany of Titusville, Pa., the Sone and F.eming 
company of New York, and the Mix Lubricat- 
ing company of Cleveland. 

e three pipe lines in Ohio—the Buckeye, 
the Connecting, and the Macksbury—will be 
consolidated into one—the Buckeye. The sev- 
eral small trading companies in the South- 
west will be merged into the Standard Oil 
company of Kentucky. . : 

The consolidation of these companies will 
be followed by an increase in the capital of 
all the remaining companies from the present 
total of $80,000,000 to $95,000,000, e in- 
greased stock of all the associated companies 
is to be equitably divided among the trust cer- 
tifieate holders according to the amount of

Strikers Delay Traffic by Injuring the 
Company’s Property and Stoning Men. 
Winnrpzea, Man., March 21.—[Special. ]— 

The Canadian Pacific strike grows more seri- 

ous every hour. It has extended tothe Pacific 


division and fears are entertained that it may | 


also spread to the Eastern division between 
Port Arthur and Montreal. Chief Clark of 
the Order of Conductors has been in consulta- 
tion with the local committee at Winnipeg to- 
day and expresses a belief that the situation is 
hopeful for the men. 

At midnight Sunday the conductors and 
trainmen on the Pacific division from Donald 
to Vancouver were called out on strike, and 
today dispatches from Rat Hortage relate 
serious disturbances at that point. General 
Superintendent White received the following 
message from A. McKenzie, who is at present 
directing affairs of the company at Rat Port- 


age: . 

“Must have some protection here at once. 
Pruner’s and Barnes’ trains were cut between 
here and Keewatin. I had to send a full 
force of men and stockmen on every car of 
Roberge’s train, and self and Stewart went to 
Keewatin. I got in without bemg cut. 
Pruner’s extra east from Rennie was cut this 
side of the tunnel in abcut thirteen pieces. 
Some drawheads were stove in, new trainmen’ 
shot at, and the head brakeman had a rock 
thrown at him, The conductor or brakeman 
would not come out of thecab. It took my- 
self and Reed from about 12 o’clock to 2 
o’clock to get the train in. I ran in with 
seven cars and went back for the balance of 
the train, but ran out of links and pins, so, 
made a second trip with five cars.”’ 

Upon receipt of this message General Su- 
perintendent White waited upon the Lieuten- 
ant-Governoy and laid the facts before him, 
asking that a sufficient. force of militia be sent 
to the scene of the disturbance to prevent any 
further acts of violence and to protect the 
employés and peopasey of the company. It 
would seem that the force of special police- 
men sworn in by the company 18 not adequate 
to insuré the maintenance of law and order, 
and that a disciplined force is necessary.

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GERMANS OPPOSE THE COMPUL-

a Crowded Meeting Politicians and 
 Clergymen Demanded That Citizens Be 
| Acvorded the Right of Directing the 
_ Course of Their Children’s Education— 
| ‘They Declared the Present Law to Be 
_ -Unconstitational—The Upinions of Wash- 
_ ington, Jefferson, and Grant Cited. 
Three hundred German Lutherans, repre- 
sentmg 20,000 voters, assembled at the Imman- 
uel Lutheran Church on Mafshfield avenue, 
near Twelfth street, last night. There were 
many politicians and clergymen present, all 
united on the question of repealing the pres- 
ent compuisory school laws, T. C. Diener 
presided and Prof. Ruhland acted as Secre- 
tary. The Rev. Dr. Louis Hoelter offered

prayer, after which Prof. Brahm ad- 
dressed the meeting in German. 
He said that as a member of the 


School committee he had labored with the 
members of the Senate for ‘the répeal or :nod- 
ification of the law without any satisfactory 
results. He urged his hearers to unite in this 
campaign with the party that would pledge it- 
self for religious liberty. The Rev. Dr. A. 
Schuessier of St. Peter’s Lutheran Church of 


Joliet, Ill., was the next speaker. Among oth- 


er things he said: 

** Let me quote a few sentences bearing on 
the present political controversy from Thomas 
Jefferson and the writings of George Wash- 
ington and U.S. Grant,’ who in their days 
were leading statesmen and not afraid to ex- 
press their views on burning questions of the 
day. Washingten writes: ‘Every man who 
conducts himself as a good citizen is account- 
able only to God for his religious faith, and 
should be protected in worshipi God.’ 
U, S. Grant’s words strike a little closer 
home than Washington’s. He says: ‘ Leave 
the mother of religion to the family altar, the 
church and the private schools sup eu- 
tirely by private contribution. gee the 
State and Church forever separate.’ And, to 
bring a quotation that strikes still a Lttle 
closer home, Thomas Jefferson says: ‘ Indi- 
vidual liberty includes the right of a par. 
ent to control the education of his child.’ 

**By the Compulsory Education law this is 
denied. The father or framer of this ob- 
noxious law would have the State dictate to 
the parent how he should educate his chiid 
where its education sheuld be acqui an 
what branches are essential to its welfure. 
Why not go a step further and let the State 
take the children, clothe and feed them? Why 
not let the State erect large nurserics,-keep 
the children right there, and dress them in 
yellow gowns, trimmed with black and green, 
and do it in order to let other nations see 
what an enlightened and progressive people 
we are in bringing up and aes children? 

***Q, nonsense,’ some will say. I know it is. 
This is just a bit of sarcasm | am dispensing 
gratis for the benetit of all those who are 
trying totake away the divine and natural 
rights of parents over their children and turn 
those rights uver to the State. We must not 
abandon our political action because our 
schools are not molested by truant officers 
and school directors. The objectionable law 
is untouched. It can be used against us any 
day. We want that law repealed or annulled, 
which places us in the hands of School Boards 
and truant officers. The power arbitrarily 
used by them is notin any manner in har- 
mony with the Constitution of the United 
States.”’

WILL RECOMMEND THE ORDINANCE. 


Committee on Streets and Alleys Favor the 
New West Side “L” Road. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys West 
met yesterday, Chairman Powegs presiding. 

The Metropolitan West Side Elevated rail- 
road ordinance was considered, It provides 
for an elevated road for fifty years, the route 
being from Fifth avenue between Jackson and 
Congress streets, over the river by a bridge to 
Sacramento avenue; north of Polk, south of 
Adams to the western city limits; then a 
branch leaving the main line between Ashland 
avenue and Wood street south to between 
Eighteenth and Twenty-firat streets, thence

sevond branch between North avenue and 
Bloomingdale road, thence west between those 
thoroughfares to the city limits, 

In yesterdey’s committee meeting an opin- 
ion was presented from Corperation Counsel 
Miller. This read: 

**T would suggest the followingamendments: 
In Sec. 2, where it reads that the plans as to 
the bridge over which the road crosses the 
river be approved by the Commissioner of 
Public Works and the Secretary’of War, that 
the words ‘‘the Secretary of War’’ be stricken 
out. I suggest that a clause be inserted mak- 
ing the construction work subject to inspec- 
tion of the Commissioner of Public Works 
ang his assistants, and that» the cost of. such 
inspection be paid by the. toad; also that 


the word “its” be inse before the 
words “‘general passenger trains,’’ and 
that in See. 15, after the words 


‘telephone wires’ there be inserted ‘ electric 
light wires and other wires and conduits for 
the use of the city’; also that there be added 
a clause providing that the company must 
keep the space and surface under the road 
free of obstruction, in a mafiner satisfactory 
to the Commissioner of Health, and that the 
city may pave under the road so as to use it 
for travel in a way not to interfere with the 
uses by the company. Lhave-not examined 
or passed on the mechanical or engineering 
questions arising in the matter,’’ 

On motion of Ald. Cullerton it was unani- 
mously decided to recommend the ordinance, 
as amended, for passage.

BROKEN IN HEALTH THROUGH TROUBLE.

HOW TWO OF LAMSON BROTHERS’ 
CLERKS SPECULATED, . 


The Losses of the-Firm on Their Account 
Said to Have Been $60,000—The Trans- 
actions of Bob Whittaker and Bert 
Smith—How the Discovery Was Made 
While a Janior Partner Was Making a 
Grain Balance—Mr, - Lamson ‘Seys the 
House’s Standing Will Not Be Affected. 


Something of a sensation was cansed on the 
Board of Trade yesterday by the circulation 
of a story that the commission house of Lam- 
son Bros. had been “stuck” by the opera- 
tions of two’ of its employés, and. that the tirm 
was “long” a big line of wheat, about the 
existence of which it had known nothing. On 
the supposition that the wheat would be 
marketed there was a rush to sell that carried 
prices off a little, but when it was found that 
the quantity was lessthan half.a million bush- 
els the excitement disappeared, though the in- 
terest was unabated. 

It was not hard for the well posted mem- 
bers of the board to guess who the offending 
employés were. Who could it be but Bob 
Whittaker and Bert Smith? No one else in 
the office dressed so gorgeously, no one else 
remained out so late at night, no one else was 
away from home so much, no one else paid 
such large hack bills, no one else bought so 
much wine—in fact, no one else flew quite so 
high as these gay young bloods. 

It was known that they had been running 
numerous joint-account deals on the board, 
their operations extending over a period of 
several months, and they were envied by their 
less fortunate companions, who were gener- 
ally whipsawed when they took a flyer in 
wheat. But until yesterday it was not sus- 
pected that they had adopted illegitimate 
methods and had involved the firm by which 
they were employed. ‘ 

Whittaker has been the option clerk and 
Smith the cashier for Lamsdn Brothers forsome 
time and both had the full confidence of their 
employers. Both positions are ones of trust, 
and their integrity had never been questioned 
until their recent operations came to light. 

How the Discovery Was Made. 

The discovery that something was wrong is 
said to have been made by a junior partner of 
the firm when making an option or grain bal- 
ance for the-house. This is an operation com- 
mon to allof the houses, and is taken with 
more or less frequency by all commission 
merchants. Ina general way it consists of a 
comparison of the open trades of the custom- 
ers of the house with the purchases and sales 
by the firm of ana to the other houses in the 
trade. The afnounts due from and to the 
other firms in the business should balance 
those due from and to their customers. In 
this particular case, however, there was found 
to be a rather startling discrepancy. About 
$60,000 more was due to the customers than 
wes Cuming to the house from the other firms. 

This was last Thursday. In order té dis- 
cover if there had been an error in bookkeep- 
ing all of the customers were wired to im- 
mediately send in a statement of their open 
trades. The result was a confirmation of the 
suspicion that there was something wrong, 
and an examination of the books indicated 
that the irregularities were only possible with 
the knowledge of the cashier. Mr. Smith was 
subjected to a severe pumping by the mem- 
bers of the firm, and, so the story goes, ad- 
mitted that he had been engaged in question- 
able practices. Whittaker, the option clerk, 
was involved by the revelations of Smith, and 
little by little the story came out. 

It is said that the young men began their 
experiments in speculation early last fall and 
“er to hit the mark heavily in a number 
of deals, They played the bull side of wheat 
all the time, generally buying calls and catch- 
ing a good-profit when the market advanced, as 
it frequently did. Their fortunes varied, but 
they managed to keep well to the good most 
of the time. . They are said to have divided 
their winnings whenever they made any, set- 
ting aside one-half with which to play the 
market and using the remainder “ stirring up 
the anitmals.”’ 

On the declining market which has pre- 
vailed for some months they played in hard 
luck, and in the course of time found their 
funds running low. Then, it is said, they 
evolved the scheme which led to their down- 
fall. A fictitious order in the name of some 
of the outside customers would be sent on the 
floor to be fillea. If there was a profit in the 
deal it would be taken by the se ers. If, 
on the contrary, there was a loss it would be 
left open and made to appear that a margin 
had ,been called to protect it. In some cases 
margins were actually called from customers 
of the house and a part of the money diverted 
frown the use to which it was supposed to be 
put. 

When May Wheat Went Down. 

The climax of the matter was reached when 
May wheat was around 95 cents.. Believing 
that there wasto be an advance from that 
point they bought heavily. The market de- 
chned and they bought more to get their aver- 
age down. And so they went on until they 
had accumulated about 300,000 bushels, and 
the market continued to go against them. 
Then came the grain valance, which indicated 


that there was a screw loose, and the jig was 


up. 

A Trisune reporter saw Mr. Lamson yester- 
day afternoon. ‘‘I don’t know that there is 
anything that I care to say,’’ he said. . ** The 
house has been victimized by two of. its em- 
ployés whom it had thought honest. They 
made fictitious trades, and we will have to 
make the joss good. I do not care to say what 
the amount is, but if it ‘were three, or four, 
or ten times as large as rumor places it the 
standing of the house would not be affected.’’ 

‘**Are any other but the two employés in- 
volved ?”’ 

‘*T cannot answer that question.”

Smith was in this morning and I don’t think 
Whittaker has run away.’

As is usualin cases of this character all 
sorts of extravagant rumors were in circula- 
tion. Some of them placed the firm’s loss as 
high as $100,000, but probably $60,000 1s not 
far from the actual figures. 

“Bob” Whittaker is credited with quite a 
record as a sticcessful plunger in speculation. 
Among other things it is said that he made a 
winning of $50,000 in oil a few years ago while 
with another house, and that he has hit the 
market with satisfactory results a great many 
times. It was this happy faculty which led 
him to dress and live like a young nabob on $75 
amonth. Smitn’s salary was $100 a month? 
and his friend’s success as a plunger 
is said by his acquaintances to have been the 
cause of his entrée into the arena of specula- 
tion. The sudden disaster that has overtaken 
the fortunes of the young Napoleons will 
cause deep surrow among the all-night hack- 
men, bartenders, rounders, and other people 
with whom they spent some time and many, 
many doliars,

It will be seen that no favoritism has been 
shown. .The Zlorth, South, and West Sides 
and the Town of Hyde Park are given repre- 
sentation.

Noth- 
ing would improve the morals of the commu- 
nity more than to have several of those men 
who do the bribing and who from a moral 
‘point of view are far guiltier than tho Alder- 
wien, for they have had the advantage of bet- 
ter training, sent to Joliet to study the work- 
ings of that State institution. 

These individuals against whom indictments 
were returned yesterday protest their inno- 
cence, and profess indignation at the charges 
brought against them. There is nothing like 
keeping a stiff upperlip. They will have a 
fair trial in due course of time, and if they 
can prove their innocence so much the better 
for them. There is a strong impression, how- 
ever, that they will find some ditficulty in do- 
ingso; Certainly their votes in the Council 
have not been such as to inspire the people 
with any confidence in their virtue or to cause 
the taxpayers to desire their acquittal to sell 
or give away more franchises. Dorman and 
D, R. O’Brien are candidates for reélection. 
The voters will dispose of them without await- 
ing the verdict of the jury in their cs cases.

Today is the only day of registration for the 
forthcoming municipal election. The elec- 
tion judges will sit 1s a registration board at 
the various polling places, and will hear the 
applications of new voters to be registered. 
Those who were registered last Novembei and 
who have not since changed their places of 
residence need not trouble themselves about 
the matter, Their names will be continued 
on the registry. But those who have come of 
age since or who will come of age on or be- 
fore election day, or who have taken up their 
residences in the precinct since the date of 
the last election, or whose names are not now 
on the list but who are citizens ought to regis- 
ter today.

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SMOKE PREVENTION. 

In a paper. read Saturday before a meeting 
of stationary engineers, Consulting Engineer 
White of the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke made some pertinent statements in 
regard to the smoke nuisance and the possi- 
bilities of suppressing it. It said that carry- 
ing out the aim of the society would not mean 
the abandoning of the use of soft .coal, nor 
that no smoke must on any account be emit- 
ted from a chimney. 
by which a soft coal fire can be kindled ina 
cold furnace without dense smioke, nor can an 
ordinary soft coal fire be indefinitely main- 
tained without cleaning, while such cleaning 
means dense smoke for a short time. An- 
other exception should be made, within proper 
limits, for instantaneous variation in chimney 
draft on locomotives or tugs. Reason requires 
that the making of smoke from these causes 
should be interpreted as exceptional, pro- 
vided the periods of exception be not unduly 
multiplied or prolonged by excessive duty or 
the use of inferior coal. | 

The speaker said the cause which exceeds 
all others beyond question is overtaxing; the 
plant being defective as regards the work to 
be done or the work being beyond the proper 
capacity of the plant. But there are compar- 
atively few iuveflicient boiler structures, while 
the number of inefficient furnace structures is 
many. The furnaces will not burn fuel in the 
proportion supplied to them, and probably in 
99 per cent of the cases of overcrowding it is 
the furnace, not the boiler, that is doing too 
much to do it well.» The trouble is seldom 
one that cannot be remedied within the limits 
of space afferded. Except in some internally 
fired boilers the furnace parts may ail be 
ehanged independently of the boiler, and 
there is generally rooin for that change to be 
made, while the boiler itself could not be 
| enlarged for want of space. In regard to the 
various devices offered to steam users. he 
thought that as a rule recourse to some spe- 
cial style was the casiest and most satisfactory 
manner of preventing smoke. No one of 
those devices is best in all cases, and where 
the conditions are severe and exacting the 
| available furnaces may be narrowed down to 
a few styles. 

These things being considered, it is easy to 


| gee how much can fairly be expected of any 


particular furnace which is examined, and 
how much it must be changed in order to do 
tho required duty without smoke. These con- 
siderations have governed the action of the 
society and its officers thus far. Mr. White 
intimates, however, that leniency is not to be 
construed into neglect of insistence that good 
results shall be obtained. He says: ‘‘ We 
have noted offonders, examined their fur- 
naces, compared them with standards of gooa 
practice, pointed out the defects as far as we 
could, and advised as to what should be done. 
That ends the engineering portion of the 
work. Beyond that lics the field of enforce. 
ment.” :

_ | INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. i 

Hither the London Economist is unusually 
astray in ite comments on the recent annual 
meeting of the Bimetallic League at Manches- 
ter, England, or the meeting was unwise 
enough to misrepresent the situation. It is 
stated to have recommended the offering of in- 
ducements to the United States and other coun- 
tries in order to bring them into a conference. 
Of course this form of expression is objected 
to by the Economist, which takes ground 
against it and says: ‘'We [thatis, England] 
have not the inducements to offer, and if we 
had why should we act the part of the 
briber?” No reason at all. But that fact 
does not justify the mainuation that the sug- 
gestion for sucha conference made by the 
United States is dictated very largely by po- 
litical considerations, and therefore may be 
suspected as a movement towards making 
England a catspaw in the matter of bimet- 
allism. 

The truth is that the offering of an induce- 
ment either way, unless in the shape of an ar- 
gument that such action would’ be for the 
common good, may ve regarded as not only 
unnecessary but unwise. It would tend to de- 
feat the object of the conference which it is 
proposed to hold. If any good were accom- 
plished by such a conference it would not be 
on account of any party to it having resolved 
beforehand that this or that plan of action was 
the best and must be pushed through by dint 
of log-rolling, browbeating, or otherwise. The 
object of the gathering should be to ascertain 
by mutual discussion what is practicable as 
well as desirable, and the former'condition 
could hardty be secured for a perma- 
nency other than by the conviction 
among all the consenting parties that 
it was for the best. There may be in 
England, as in the United States, a 
faction that has committed itself to the free 
coinage of silver on the ratio which held good 
through the first three-quarters of this century, 
and determined to carry that through if possi- 
ble irrespective of what others may think 
about it, But whatever they might accom- 
plish in the way of legislation they could no 
more. restore the old-time ratio without the 
consent of other countries than they could in- 
sure a passport to Heaven by simply declaring 
themselves to be the elect. Taz Trirsuns has 
not at any time taken the position that the 
old parity could not be restored by common 
consent of nations: but it has argued that 
without such consent the ojd parity could not 
be restored, and that it is not likely an agree- 
ment could be arrived at on that old basis, 
simply because of the rearrangement of rela- 
tive values of the two metals within the last 
few years. It would be for the conference to 
decide on, or at least recommend, a ratio 
which, whether it were the old or a new one, 
is practically under modern conditions; and 
any action by a single government not in con- 
sonance with that practicable basis would be 
of no avail in changing the commercial stand- 
ards of value as between the nations. 

The great mass of people in the United 
States appear to favor a bimetallic basis, 
which shall not only permit but insure the 
circulation of gold and silver on equal terms. 
There may be radical differences of opinioh 
as to the means by which this shall be accom- 
plished, but there is good reason to believe 
that the number of those who hold the United 
States able alone to establish a ratio widely 
different from the commercial one is rapidly 
dininishing. The sywpathy of the people, as 
a whole, would be with an honest internation- 
al effort to solve the bimetallic problem, but 
they neither want to be bribed fo such action, 
to bribe others to consent thereto, or to ask 
those other nations to do anything which did 
not promise to be to their advantage as well 
as ours. The “demand,’’ properly the re- 
quest, for such a conference may emanate 
from the United States, as stated by the Econ- 
omist, but is a sincere one, and is dictated py 
economical considerations, though they may 
have assumed a partly political aspect. The 
English Bimetallic League is working towards 
this end, and if it has expressed itself injudi- 
ciously in the matter it may easily be par- 
doned for the unintentional slip of tongue or 
pen. It looks like petty meanness on the part 
of the Economist to try to take advantage of 
the error for the purpose of belittling the 
movement, 


PROPOSED NEW STATES. 

The New York Sun’s Washington corre 
spondent concedes that it is now doubtful 
whether any of the four Western Territories— 
Oklahoma, Arizona, Utah, and New Mexico— 
that are desirous of Statehood will obtain 
from Congress at the present session that pre- 


liminary legislation which is necessary to se- 


¢ure its acquisition, Utah and Oklahoma are 
virtually out of the contest—the first because 
the question of polygamy has not yet been set- 
tled, and the second because its boundaries as 
a Territory have not yet been fixed. This 
leaves Arizona and New Mexico, which the 
Sun urges should be admitted, of course, be- 
¢ause they are expected to go Democratic in 
elections. It claims that as Arizona has been 
ofganized Territorially for thirty years, as it 
has a population of 70,000, and as its people 
adopted a State Constitution by an over- 
whelming majority last year, Congress cannot 
refuse its application. As to New Mexico, it 
¢laims it has a better right to Statehood than 
any of the other applicants on account of 
population and its rapid educational growth. 
At the saine tune the Sun is of opinion that 
the chances are against admission of any new 
Mates until after the Presidential election, 
The Sun is right in its conjectures. Okla- 
homa and Utah will have to wait a long time 
after the election, and Arizona and New Mex- 
ico must change materially in their popular 
aspects before they can expect to be erected 
into States. : 

Take the case of Arizona. Of 1ts 65,000 in- 
habitants fully 25,000 are Indian savages, liv- 
ing on reservations, and Mormon polyg- 
amists, whichdo not constitute the proper 


material for a new State. There are not over 4 


10,000 white Gentiles in the arid, desert Terri- 
tory of Arizona, naturatly the poorest of all 
our arid land except, perhaps, Nevada, Such 
an unpromising Perritory can well afford to 
remain out of the Union a few years longer, 
even if ambitious politicians arc thereby kept 
out of the Senate and House and offices of 
State. The Sun’s statement that the over- 
whelming majority of the people voted last 
year fora State Constitution is untrue, as 
that paper well knows. It was carried by a 
very small majority, aided by the influence 
and money of the Mormon Church, which 
‘would get an uninterrupted f ld if the 
‘Territory should be admitted. Sun also 
knows that since the election the American |

any class of people are entitled to judge in this 
matter and to decide as to the right of admis- 
sion it is the American property-holders and 
b -men and not Mormons. 

As to New Mexico the grave fact exists that 
there are not hardly indeea 40,000 
white people in the Territory. All the rest are 
Indians and Aztec greasers, none of them 
speaking the English language and all of them 
nfiserably ignorant; degraded, and super- 
stitious. It is absurd to claim that such peo- 
ple are qualified for self-government or to ex- 
ercise intelligently the right of the elective 
franchise. Prosperous States are not made 
of such stuff as this, even if it is Democratic, 
Standing by themselves these two Territories 
cannot ¢ome in for some time to come and 
should not, as they are not capable of main- 
taining Statehood alone. There ‘is but one 
way fn which they can get in,-and that is by 
reunion, thus coming in as one State.. They 
ought never to have beeh divided. The treaty 
with Mexico only promised to make one State 
out of that territory, to be known as New 
Mexico, and now that the railroads traverse 
both Territories, north and south, east and 
west, ‘there is no longer any excuse for divis- 
ion. Once united there might be a sufficient 
American population to offset the Mormons, 
savages, and greasers. In any event union 
should be the condition of their admission. 


SUBSTITUTING SHODDY FOR WOOL. 

The wool schedule of the present tariff law 
raised the duty on shoddy from 15 cents a 
pound to 30. Those who favored thé’ change 
said that shoddy was being imported in in- 
creasing quantities and was competing with 
American Wool. They said they desired in the 
interest of the domestic wool-raiser, for whom 
they had a peculiar affection, to put an end to 
a dangerous competition. The higher duty 
has had its effect, The imports of shoddy and 
waste have dropped from five million pounds 
a year to a mere trifle, and the friends of the 
measure have said: ‘‘See what we have done 
for the American wool-grower.”’ 

But has shoddy been driven out of the 
woolen mills? Have the domestic wool- 
growers been benefited by the destruction of 
arival? Notat ail. It appears on investiga- 
tion that the imported shcddy is but a small 
part of consumed in this country. The 
Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means states: 

Notwitt€tanding the high protection accorded 
manufacturers of woolen goods, the quality of 
such goods has deteriorated from year to year 
since the discovery of machinery for converting 
woolen rags into substitutes for wool. In 1860 
there were in this country thirty shoddy estab- 
lishments, with an annual -product of $402,590. 
The shoddy produced in the United States in 1890 
will amount to 100,000,000 pounds. The scoured 
wool produced in that year amounted to only 
92,000,000 pounds. It thus appears that the high 
protective tariff on wool has forced manufactur- 
ers to use a cheaper material than wool; and the 
competition which now threatens mostly the 
wool-producers of the country comes from the 
uinety-four establishments manufacturing shoddy 
in the United States rather than from wool grown 
iv Australia and South America. 

It seems as though the real object of the 
higher duty on shoddy was to give a monopoly 
to the American shoddy mills, and not to pro- 
tect the wool-growers. The New York Even- 
ing Post says: 

Remarkable as are these statements,we doubt if 
the whole truth in respect tothe use of shoddy 
and other inferior and unfit substitutes for wool 
in this country have yet been made known to the 
public, Evidente has been presented to us that 
the tofn-up produétof old woolen rags and of 
cotton-waste that have been used for most of- 
feusivé purposes are passed directly into fabrica- 
tions without any attempt at purification, and 
that such products, by reason of their cheapness, 
have found their way mto general use. 

Both consumers of wvolens and the raisers 
of wool should meditate on these statements. 
The former can understand now why it is 
that, while the alleged woolen goods they buy 
cost no more than they used to, they do not 
wear as well, The latter can understand why 
the price of their product goes down as the 
duties go up. ‘They can see that when the 
manufacturer is debarred access to foreign 


mixing wools he does not buy American wools 


to take their place, but falls back on shoddy, 
mungo, and cotton, because they are cheaper 
than the foreign wools with the duty added. 

The way to raise the price of American wool 
and to check the use of adulterants is to take 
the duties off wool. More foreign fleeces 
would be imported, but they would not take 
the place of American wool, but of these 
adulterants and of manufactured goods now 
imported. Then the use of shoddy, which the 
Lawrences and Burrowses said they meant to 
stop by their high duties, would be checked 
and ¢heaper wool used instead. The woolen 
manufacturers must have~ free wool or they 
will resort to cheap, rotten, coarse, dishonest 
substitutes. Have not the consumers some 
interésts at stake? They number sixty-five 
millions, and nothing could be done which 
would benefit them more than to free-list 
wool. The more foreign wool gsed the great- 
er the quantity of domestic wool consumed 
and the better the price paid for it. 

The plan of fostering the American wool in- 
dustry by duties has been tried for nearly 
thirty years and has failed. It is time to 


abandon it and resort to a common-sense 


method. 


THE MICHIGAN MORTGAGE TAX LAW. 

The Legislature of Michigan, being desirous 
to help mortgageors, passed a law providing 
that they should pay taxes only on the value 
of their property in excess of incumbrances, 
and that the taxes on that portion represented 
by mortgages should be paid by the mort- 
gagee. The validity uf this law was contested 
on the ground that it had not been properly 
passed, and also on the ground that it violated 
the obligation of contracts, since it authorized 
the mortgageor to pay the entire tax and then 
deduct what the mortgagee should have paid 
from the payments of interest or principal. 

Three out of the five Judges of the Supreme 
Court of the State uphold the constitution- 
ality of the law. The decision is practically 
final, so far as the point as to the manner of 
its passage is concerned, but fot as to its ef- 
fect on contracts. Itisin the power of the 
holder of a mortgage tocarry the question to 
the Supreme Court of the United States if he 
sees fit. Undoubtedly it would reverse the 
decision of the State court. 

While upholding the law, the majority of 
the Judges declare that it will be perfectly 
lawful in future loans for the mortgageor and 
the money-lender to agree who shall pay the 
tax on the mortgage interest in the property, 
even though the amount of the tax thie bor- 
rowér agrees tu psy and that of the interest 
on the money borrowed exceed 8 per cent, 
which is the limit of lawful interest under the 

This means simply that no Michigander 
will be able to borrow any money on his farm 
henceforth unless he agrees to pay, the current 
rate of interest on the money and also to pay 
all the taxes on the property. He must either 
agree to pay all the takes personally, in which 
case he would be doing just what he used to, 
or he would have to agree to put in the hands 
of the lender. a sufficient amount of money in 
advance to pay them with. In that case it 
would be more expensive for him than it used 
to be. So the Judges have taken all the life 


out of the law so far as future loans are con- 


corned, but borrowing will be more diffleult

their laws null. This foolish piece of Michigan 
legislation will be knocked out by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, if it gote there. 
But if 1t does not, it will not be long before 
the people will demand its repeal. They will 
find that it makes it harder and more expen- 
sive fo borrow, and that it is therefore an iu- 
jury to the State, keeping out foreign capital, 
and driving home capital into other States in 
search of investments.

Protracted Strurgle Predicted for the Min- 
ers in Durhain, 92,000 in Number. 


Loxpor, March 21.—In accordance with the 


decision of the Miners’ Federation, nearly all 
the tniners who quit work on the 12th inst., 
with the exeoption of the Durham miners, 
who are not. members of the federation, re- 
sumed work this morning. In a few districts 
where the miners are still idie the mine-own- 
ers insist that the men shall remove without 
payment the falls of earth that have occurred 
during the week of self-imposed idleness, 
This the men refuse todo. In other collieries 
there is some friction in consequence of the 


federation’s decision to limit work to five days | 


a week. | 
The strikers in Durham, who quit, work not 
with any idea of causi an advance in the 
price of coal but with the intention of resist- 
ing @ threatened reduction in wages, number 
;000, The newspapers predict that in this 
district there will be a protracted struggle be- 
tween the men and their employers. A large 
number of the miners are migrating to other 
mining counties and many ef them are going 
to America. SéVeral of the mines in Durham 
are likely to be seriously damaged by the con- 
tinued inflow of water, the owners being un- 
able to obtain a sufficient number of men to 
Drapery work the pumps. . 
All the Nottingham miners, numbering 23,- 
000, resumed work quietly at the usual hour 
this morning. Asa result of the resumption 
of mining operations the price of coal in the 
district declined 3 we 5g ph per ton. 
‘Throughout Stafford, Leicester, and other 
districts the employers have refused to give 
colliers work until the public demand becomes

Lonpon, March 21,—The Conservative mem- 
bers of Parliament for Utster are secking the 
support of English inembers in order to make 
effective a motion for an adjo@rnment of the 
House, for the purpose of calling attention to 
the suppression of the right of public meeting 
and speech in Arklow,.a town about forty 
miles from Dublin. The circumstances giv- 
ing rise to this movement are these: For over 
a year the Rev. Mr. Hallowes, a Protestant 
minister, has been persistently carrying on a 
series of out-door services @n Sundays in 
Arklow under great difficuities. The. Cathol- 
ies, who are largely in the majority among 
the town’s people, have interfered with tne 
meetings, and almost every Sunday scenes of 
turbulence hate been witnessed, resembling 
on asmall scale the disorders which have at 
the same time been prevalent in Eastbourne 
by reason of the conflicts between the Salva- 
tion Army and the roughs. During the winter 
months Hallowes bas often been pelted with 
mud and otherwise maltreated. He and his 
followers have frequently complamed to the 
magistrates, and have endeavored to have the 
offenders punished, but without avail. 

‘Yesterday the experience of the reverend 
gentleman was worse than ever before. He 
had secured the assistance of two co-religion- 
ists, the Revs. Harrison and Guinness, and all 
three had begun to preach. The. usual disor- 
ders at once followed, and the police appeared 
on the scene. The officers thade up their 
minds promptly that the ministers were the 
persons guilty of causing the disturbance, and 
they then started in to clear the street, hustling 
the worshipers and the parsons along uncere- 
moniously, greatly to the delight of a large 
crowd of people o to the holding of 
meetings. The ministers protested loudly, 
and sometimes im rather wnclerical terms, 
against the conduct of the officers, whom they 
accused of cowardice and brutality. Finally, 
the three dominies made a stand against their 

“ers we The Protestant schoolhouse 
aving been reached, they placed their backs 
iwainst its wall and refused to go further. 
allowes announced a text and essayed to de- 

liver a discourse, though his voice was 

drowned by the howls of the mob. : 

The constables did not seem to want to ar- 
rest the preachers, but adopted every means 
short of actual violence to make them move 
on. They crowded . up close.against the niin- 
isters, and even trod upon their toes, while 
urging them to leave the spot. There were 
éight constables, led by Sergt. Reilly. They 
finally: forced the parsons along past the 
schoolhouse. A short distance further down 
the street Harrison lost histemper and tackled 
@ constable who was prodding him. The offi- 
eer was quickly floored by the minister of the 
cloth. royble of a serious nature now 
geemned imminent, and Hallowes knelt and 
prayed loudly, but without making himself 
understood on account of the din, » police 
were obliged to step over his body in order to 
continue their onward movement. It looked 
asif they were treading upon him, and the 
women among his partisans, who had been 
shouting words of encouragement and singing 
hymns while the fracas was in progress, now 
shrieked out appeals for the lives of the min- 
isters. Guinness and Harrison, who were 
now hard pressed by the officers, defended 
themselves as best they could, but fared badly 
in the struggle. What might bave been the 
outcome of the affair but for an unexpected 
incident can only be oo be eee 

As it was an order suddenly came from the 
head of the police that his men return at once 
to the barracks.

LORD DUFFERIN IN PARIS, 


Official Reception to Him at the Palace 
Elysee—President ‘ arnot’s Speech. 

Paris, March 21.—Lord Dutferin, the 
new British Ambassador to France, pre- 
sented his credentials to President Car- 
not this afternoon. The ceremony was 
conducted with great pomp. A squadron 
of cuirassiers escorted Lord Duflernn from 
the Emb to the courtyard of the Palace 
of the Elysée, the President’s official residence. 
In the courtyard were mas detachments of 
infantry, and as the British Ambassador drove 
into the square drums were beaten and bugles 
sounded. This greeting was followed by the 
band playing the British national anthem, 
** God Save the Queen.’”’ After Lord Dufferin 
had made the formal presentation of his cre- 
dentials to the President, he and M. Carnot 
entered into a cordial conversation. When 
Lord Dufferin left the palace he was given 
the saine military honors that marked his 
coming, the only difference being that the 
band played the ** Marseillaise.”’ 

President Carnot, responding to Lord Duf- 
ferin’s speech in presenting his papers as the 
accredited representative of Queen Victoria 
in France, expressed his desire to strengthen 
and develop the political and commercial re- 
lations between France and England. . He had 
always found that mutual regard for each 
other’s rights was the best guarantee of the 
entente between the two nations. Lord Duf.- 
ferin said that the President could rely upon 
his sincere good wili in his codperation with 
the French Ministers. ;

TOM SHUEY’S DISCOVERY OF ZINC,

His Studies Among the Rock Creek Stones 
Promise to Be Profitable. 

Dexpat, Ind., March 21.— [Special. |—Rock- 
field, a village six niles east of here, is puttmg 
on airs. Everybody is talking about ore, and 
every man and small boy has his pockets 
filled with zinc specimens. 

The zinc outcroppings were first discovered 
on Rock Creek, a half-mile from Rockfield. 
For several miles in that neighborhood the 
creek meanders through a deep gorge, the 
banks bemg seventy-five feet high and almost 
perpendicular in places. The scenery is 
rugged and beautiful, the abrupt banks show- 
ing plainly the strata made by nature during 
the period of the earth’s formation. Beneath 
the surface soil is a deep bed of 
clay, then a thick deposit of slate, beneath it 
about twenty feet of soapstone, and beneath 
this and cropping out faintly at the surface 
of the creek’s bed is the hard, flinty rock 
through which is disseminated the fine par- 
‘size of grains 
of wheat but frequently muc \ 

Close to the Sank, where the erigimal out- 
croppi was discovered, a hole was dug to 
the pth of eight or nine feet and the result 
was the discovery of a thick stratum of the 
ore-producing rock. Operations then stopped 
and arrangements were made to sink the 
shaft and wall it up, as is now being done. 
Today the workmen are deep im the soap- 
stone and in a few days they will be in the 
heart of the deposit. Specimens of this dis- 
seminated ore have been sent to 
and chemists and the scene of the present 
activity has been visited by men engaged in 
zine mining in other States and all pronounce 
the find arich one with indications of wide 
distribution.

THE BOODLERS’ ABSURD TACTICS, 


Their Defense Now Contemplates an Attack 
Upon Ald, Reth. 

The line of defense the indicted Aldermen 
will pursue, so far as Roth’s testimony is 
concerned, was outlined to a reporter for Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday. 9 

“Tt can be proven, ” said a man whe! gener- 
ally knows what is gomgon in the Council, 
‘that Roth received $1,000 for his vote on the 
Economic gas crdinance. That will be 
proven by Roth’s own testimony. This mon- 
ey he says he took in order to expose bribery 
in the City Council. The men whom Roth ac- 
cuses claim that he took 1t with the intention 
of keeping it, the same as other Aldermen did 
who, like him, received money in considera- 
tion of their vote for that ordinance. 

* At this time, according to these Aldermen 
whose conduct is new being investigated, Roth 
was hand in glove with them in all their 
schemes. Then came up the Twenty-second 
street ordinance. Roth supposed there was 
boodle in that and Gomangre his share. Now, 
there never was any e in that ordinance. 
It was demanded by the people of Lawndale, 
and they used to hold dances out there at 
which they danced the ‘Cullerton waltz’ and 
the ‘ Bidwill schottische’ in commemoration of 
the efforts of those Aldermen to pass the ordi- 
nance. It was one of the few which ever went 
through the Council because the peopie wanted 
it and without bribery, 

** But, according to these enemies of Roth, 
he weulc not believe that the Alder- 
men who voted for the ordinance did so 
honestly, and became angry because they 
would not divide with him. Probably he was 
right in doubting their honesty in the matter, 
but that makes no difference. Then caine the 
Northern Pacific ordinance. For voting this 
the indicted Aldermen and their fnends claim 
Roth demanded $5,000, and when he was re- 
fused it his break with the rest of the Council 
became open. It was at this'time, they assert, 
and not when he was first approached on the 
Economic Gas ordinance that he turned re- 
forimer and set about sending boodi:ng Alder- 
men to she penitentiary. 

* As the story goes his first move was to go 
to the gas trust and offer its officers testimony 
which would invalidate the Economic ordi- 
nance. He said it would cost $20,000, and the 
gas trust took the matter under advisement. 
It made up its mind, however, that the effort 
to invalidate the Economic ordinance through 
acriminal prosecution would be too uncertain 
and costly, as well as too far-reaching in its 
effects, as the gas trust is not especially inter- 
ested in cleansing the City Council, and 
thought that it would be cheaper to 
buy the Economic ordinance than to fight it, 
and that is what it did. Then it was that 
Roth became infected with a desire to reform 
the City Council, deposited the $1,000 he had 
received for the Economic ordinance, and ex- 
pressed.a willingness to go before the grand 

: ” ‘ 


“But if all this is true how does it help the 
Aldermen whon Roth accuses of receiving 
bribes?’’ asked the reporter. . 

“It doesn’t help them at all: it hurta them,” 
was the answer; ‘‘ but they are too rattled 
just now to see that. Allowing that their 
charges against Roth are true, they simply 
prove that he was in with them in boodling 
schemes. In order to prove then they would 
have to confess their own guilt. They will 
quit that kind of talk when they get a chance 
to think the matter over, and concoct another 
story. 

“The talk, however, is interesting as indi- 
cating that the hope of the indicted Aldermen 
lies in breaking down Roth’s testimony. They 
would like to break his head, but, failimg that, 
they will try to impeach him. All sorts of 
charges against Roth can be looked for from 
this time on.” 


BASIS OF THE INDICTMENTS, 


Facts on Which the Jury Found a True 
Pill, 

papcbilinaly strong testimony was given 
against several of the Aldermen indicted yes- 
terday and equally damaging evidence is in 
the possession of the State’s-Attorney against 
others not yet indicted. 

The omnibus indictment returned yesterday 
is for conspiracy to commit afelony. In 
other words, the Aldeéfmen haa conspired 
to get all the money they could out of their 
positions in the Council by casting their 
votes for or against a measure s 
would be most profitable to themselves. The 
basis of the work thus far done has been the 
Economic and Northern Pacific ordinances, 
and the State’s-Attorney seems to have 
worked close to the line mapped 
out. While a witness came out of the grand 
jury room and informed the crowd of report- 
ers waiting on the outside with much satis- 
faction that the State’s-Attorney and the 
jury were welcome to all they obtained 
+ from him he had little idea that he was only a 

link in the chain. By City-Clork Van Cleave 
the jurors learned the manner of doing busi- 
ness, the form of procedure, etc. By Ald. 
Kunz the jurors learned how ordinances could 
be shifted about, tied up in committee, or re- 
turned to the Council and tossed about or heid 
until their promoters were gradually squeezed 
to death. 

Each witness added a little to the story, and 
then came Ald. Roth with his evidence, and it 
was as plain to the jury as the noseon a man’s 
face that it took money to getan ordinance 
through the Courcil, and plenty of it at that. 
| Just why one or two others were not in- 
cluded in the indictment returned yesterday 
the State’s-Attorney would not explain. He 
certainly is in possession of the evidence, 
but he evidently does not intend 
to burn all his powder at 
ones, and it is intimated that 
another conspiracy indictment is to follow to- 
day or tomorrow. He declined last evening 
to give any reason for not including all 

‘against whom he had sufficient evidence 
in the first one. There is a rumor to 
the effect that the next indictment will in- 
clude five of the most prominent men in the 
Council—men who are referred to about town 
as “big game.” 
Evidence Steadily Accumulaies. 
», As the investigation proceeds the avenues to 
information open, and it would open the eyes 
of certain Aldermen if they knew the character 
of the evidence in the hands of State’s-Attorney 
Lengenecker.

Ald, Roth furnished the bulk of 
testimony, but it was corroborated to a 

ain extent by other witnesses. It is under- 
stood Ald. Vierling made somestatements that 
dovetailed into Roth’s evidence and satisfied 
the grand jurors beyond a doubt as to the cor- 
rectness of the Thirteenth Ward Alderman’s 
stary. This story is im effect: Ald. Dan 
©’ Brien was the first person who approached 
Roth. He told him that the 
Economic ‘ordinance was a good thing 
if it was properly wotked and that there was 
money in it. ‘Then he was visited by Ald. W. 
J. O’Brien, Ald. Powers’ partner in business. 
This visit resulted in $750 being turned over to 
him in his own office. The money was 
delivered by O’Brien in person, and as soon 
as the Sixth Ward Alderman left the room he 
took it out to his bookkeeper, counted it, and 
informed her what it was for. He then 
took it over to a mnéwspaper office and 
placed it on deposit; The next time Ald. 
Roth was approached was in reference to the 
Northern Pacific ordinance, and this is where 
Ald. Cremer comes in. Roth was in possession 
of the information that Cremer was to meet 
O’Brien at the Sherman House and two per. 
sons were sent there to watch the proceedings. 
O’Brien and Creamer met there and 
went into the i wash-room together, 
O’Brien came out and wens to 
the City Clerk’s office and took Roth into 
alitile room opening off the City eer | 
office and gave him an envelope containi 
two $500 bills. This is the ordinance that 
went through the Council surreptitiously, and 
Ald. Cremer is the man who raised the 
cry of stop thief, and it is understood that it 
was not until the First Ward Alderman had 
the Northern Pacific investigation well under 
way that he was appropriately cared for. 

There are others who took part in the North- 
ern Pacific investigation that the State’s-At- 
torney is after. This group contains the names 
of some who take special pride in having 
pretended to give the public the’ in- 
side of the way the ordinance’ got 
through the Council. The Northern Pacific 
original ordinance was slipped through the 
Council prior to the passage of the 
Economic, but the discovery that some- 
thing was wrong was made by Mr. Cremer. 
Then came the investigation and the final pas- 
sage of the ordinance to suit the whims of the 
company. The President of the road re- 
fused to accept the original ordinance 
because it contained a provision requiring that 
the fare for each passenger to the city limits 
should not exceed tive cents, This was 
amended to suit the company.

IT TRAVELED UVER AN EASY ROAD. 


The Path of the Northern Pacific Ordinance 
Was Well Greased. 

The Northern Pacific ordinance was_ first 
heard of, though*thotin the shgpe it finally 
passed, Murch 2, 1891, a little over a year ago. 
Mayor Cregier intreduceda it with a message 
to the Council, and as a suppleiment to an or- 
dinance harrowing the river. It was referred 
to the Finance committee and the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys West and South, but 
before that body had time to take it up Tue 
Trisvne took occasion to explain its provis- 
ions. Mr. Cregier in his recommendatory 
message said : 

Several conferences have been held with the 
officials of the Northern Pacific railway company 
relative to certain important improvements whicb 
the company desires to make in connection with 
its termifiai system. 

The character and extent of the proposed im- 
provements, in my opinion, will prove of utility 
and value to the general public, 

By the terms and conditions suggested by the 
conference, and in consideration of certain privi- 
leges granted, the city will be relieved of most of 
the cost of the improvements herein outlined, as 
the expense. of nearly the entire work will be 
borne by the railway company. 

In view of the pecuniary advantages to the city 
at large, the convenience afforded a large number 
of our citizens, and the beuefits accruing to the 
marine interests and to navigation generally, on 
a portion of the South Branch of the river, I have 
felt warranted in embodying specifically and at 
length in two ordinances the terms and conditions 
under which the proposed improvements may be 
at once commenced and soon made availabie. 

In order that the subject may be fully and care- 
fully considered by this -honorable body, | would 
suggest that the ordinances be published, and 
with the accompanying plats be referred to the 
Committee on Finance and Committee of Street 
and Alleys, West, jointly, Nee. 

Tae TRrsunze jumped so vigorously on the 
ordinance at the time that it was abandoned. 
‘It was soon before the municipal elections, 
and it was not deemed safe to proceed 
with it. 

Nothing -was heard of it again until the fol- 
lowing June. 

June 15the ordinance, in a slightly amended 
form, and without the accompanying ordi- 
nance for narrowitig the river, was introduced 
by Ald. Cullerton, with the omnibus ordi- 
nance, ard had the indorsement of the Cor- 
poration Counsel and the Commissiuner 
of Public Works, June 15 Ald. Cremer 
made the discovery that the measure had been 
surreptitiously passed, and had been signed by 
the Mayor. The matter was brought to the 
attention of Mayor Washburne by the repre- 
sentatives of the press, and fe said that he 
signed the measure by mistake, The whole 
affair created a great sensation. 

At the meeting of the Council that followed 
Ald. Crémer introduced a repealing ordi- 
nance, and Ald. Goldzier demanded the 
impeachujent of Ald. Cullerton. The record 
the night the ordinance passed showed that 
tifty-nine Aldermen had voted for it anc Stan- 
ley Kunz had voted against it.

HISTORY OF ECONOMIC ORDINANCE, 


It, Has Had a Checkered but Rather Suc- 
cessful Career. 

The Economic Gas ordinance was first heard 
of in the Council Dec, 2, 1889. It was intro- 
duced by Ald. Vierling and created the Chi- 
cago Fuel company, providing for the furnish- 
ing of fuel gas. It was buried in committee 
until June 16, when Ald. Vierling,got it out of 
Ald, Burke’s committee long enovgh for Ald, 
Cullerton to give the new company the title of 
“Economic.” Then it went back to com- 
mittee and little more was heard of it until 
Dec. 15, when Ald, Burke presented it to the 
Council, It was finally adopted by the fol- 
lowing vote:

The next meeting Mayor Cregier had the 
ordinance materially modified under threats 
of a veto, and then F.S. Winston, President 
of the company, refused to accept it. So it 
lay for six months or so and was nearly for- 
gotten, until June 25, 1891, when Ald. Vier- 
ling resurrected it again, put in a proposition 
for the manufacture of illuminating as well 
as fuel gas, gave the company a twenty-five- 
year life, and altogether made a first-class gas 
company of it. This ordinance, which is the 
one regarding which the present investigation 
is being held, was passed July 6, 1891, by this 
vote:

The county boodlers were 
sent to Joliet,some of ti Anarchists were 
hung and the others are sti.. wearing stripes, 
It is heid to be’just as logical to conclude that 
this third batch of seven will not be separated 
from its predecessors in the succession of 
legal outcomes, 


WHO THE INDICTED MEN ARE, 


The Record of the Aldermen Charged with 
Boodling. ~ 

William J. O’Brien, Alderman of the Sixth 
Ward, is professionally a wara politician and 
incidentally a saloonkeeper. He was 
born in Gloucester, Mass., « thirty-eight 
years ago, his people being fisher 
folk, and he worked on the fishing 
smacks which belong to that port. When 16 
years old he came to Chicago witn his mother, 
his father being dead, and he grew up around 
the corners of what is now the Fifth Ward 
much as other boys grew up there before and 
have since. At thetime of the fire he happened 
to be in jail on complaint of a young woman, 
and the prisoners accused of the lesser offenses 
being liberated on that occasion to save their 
lives, he escaped and proceeded to get as far 
away from Chicago as he could. He landed 
in Boston, where he became a bartender, and 
finally got a saloon of his own, which got quite 
a local reputation for toughness, He also be- 
came known as a bailee of prisoners, his own 
experience in jail having perhaps softened his 
heart toward similar unfortunat:s. 

While engaged in this work O’Brien got 
into trouble with the Boston authorities, was 
accused of prying, and, rather than have any 
trouble about it, fled to Canada, From there 
he returned to Chicago, arriving here in 1876, 
and soon after married a sister of 
J. J., otherwise ‘The, Buck,” MceCar- 
thy, and became .a Fifth § Ward 
politician. He was nominated fogSupervisor 
on the Democratic South Town ticket but was 
defeated. Three years ago he was elected 
Alderman of the Sixth Ward, it being part 
‘of the old. Fifth, and ran again last 
spring. He was returned then as 
elected, but there have always been grave 
doubta about it, it bemg claimed that the re- 
turns which were finally accepted were reached 
‘by counting for O’Brien ballots which had 
really been cast for Tom Reed, a Democrat 
who ran as an independent. O’Brien is a 
Democrat. 

D. BR. O’Brien. : 

Daniel R. O’Brien, Alderman of the Twenty- 
third Ward, is a product of that peculiar 
part of the city known as “Goose Island.” 
He is 35 years old, and was born in what is 
now the First Ward, bat: his parents soon 
moved to the North Side, and he 
grew up in the peculiar political and moral at- 
mosphere which existed and still exists in the

Phihp Jackson, Alderman of the Fourteenth 
Ward, waza born in the old First Ward of Chi- 
cago in 1856, of Hebrew parentage, He 
started in making a living for himself at an 
early age, being first a newsboy and then 
branching out as a news- 
dealer. Then he became a _ firémap, 
beginning as a member of. the old First Ward 
Volunteer Department, and when the paid de- 
partment was established he joined it, Be- 
coming tired of this he opened an insurance 
and real-estate office in the ward he now repre- 
sents in the Council and has been engaged in 
that. businesa ever since. He was elected 
to the Council first three years ago 
and ran again last spring against Herman 
Schaffer. Both contestante claimed the seat 
and Schaffer had the prima facie case, but 
Jackson held on to the seat and his right to it 
is now being fought out im the courts. He is

Stephen*M. Gosselin, Alderman of the Sev- 
enteenth Ward, is a native of Chicago, de- 
scended of German parentage. He is now 
but a little over 30 years old and is a gradu- 
ate of the local public schools and West Side 
high schools. Hé is a lawyer, having been 
admitted to the bar about five years ago. He 
is now serving his first term in the Council, 
having been elected a year ago much to his 
and everybody else’s surprise through the 
votes of the young men in the ward.

In the winter of 1887-’88 
he was one of the Representatives of the Fifth 
Senatorial District at Springfield, where he 
made no particular reputation fur himself 
one way or another.

leans for a Missing Quincy Contractor.

Horace A. Hurlbut Explains His Connec- 
tion with the Realty Deals. 

* The three pieces of property mentioned in 
Tas Tripune were bought by me on a per- 
sonal order from Mr. Yerkes, and so far as 
my connection with them is concerned every- 
thing is open and above board,”’ said) Horace 
A. Hurlbut yesterday in discussing the dis- 
closures in Tue Trispune regarding the real- 
estate transactions of the West Chicago Street 
railway company. ‘Il am inclined to the be- 
lief that you have gotten oif on the wrong 
beat. As I understood it Mr. Yerkes bought 
the property with his own money for the con- 
venience and accommodation of the company. 
Mr. Yerkes is an honest man.” 

** How do you account for the subsequent 
transfer of the property to the company at 
double the amounts paid by you, ana that, 
too, subject to a mortgage for the full amount 
of the original purchase price?”’ 

“*T cannot be expected to give an account- 
ing for Mr. Yerkes’ action. I am convinced 
that his course was honorable and that his 
purchase of the property was done solely for 
the reason that the railroad company had not” 
the funds necessary. It is customary for all 
corporations of the character of this one to 
make its real-estate purchases through an 
agent. If property-owners should learn that 
their property was wanted by a corporation it 
would immediately go up in price. For ex- 
ample: The property at Rockwell and Mad- 
isou streets was divided intu avout forty lots 
owned by as nany persons, If one of these 
owners should have learned that the strect-car 
company had bought lots around him his 
price would have doubled.

WAR PROBABLE IN SOUTH AMERICA, 


Advices Show Trouble Between the Ar- 
gentine Confederation and Chile, 
Wasuinetor, D. C., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
Advices received at the State Department 
from South America indicate that trouble is 
apprehended between the Argentine Con feder- 
anon and Chile, growing out of recent mining 
discoveries in territory claimed by both coun- 
tries. Chile claims the greater portion of a 
strip of territory at the Southern extremity of 
South America, having allotted to the Ar- 
ntine Confederation a triangular strip of 
nd contiguous to the Straits of Magellan 
and containing the renowned Terra del Fuego 
strip of iand, Since the discovery, however, 
of rich deposits of gold in the country to the 
west of Terra del Fuego, both republics have 
become embroiled, and hostilities are likely to 
occur at short notice. Then, tov, there is the 
old and burning question of the boundary line 
between these two countries which has never 
been amicably adjusted. All that the Ar- 
gentines are waiting for is for matters to be- 
cume a trifle steadier in Chile before making 
their final demand for fair treatment, and 
those fully informed declare that war will re- 
sult within a twelvemonth. 
State Department officials say there is no 
truth in the report that the United States has 
established an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, with Argentina, and that the courte- 
sies being exchanged with Admiral Walker’s 
fleet at Buenos Ayres has no significance.

Grand Total of the Figures Is $20,700,000 
—Although Apparently Less than the 
Former Measure in Reality It Carries 
More Money with It than Any Bill Which 


Canal Gets $500,000—Probable Fate of 
the Chicago River. 


| Wasuineton, D, C., March 21.—[Specia!.]— 
The River and Harber bill commits the gov- 


than any bill in any previous Congress. It is 
realty a bigger bill than the one which was 
passed by the. billion-dollar Congress. The 
total is $20,700,000. This is not really less 
than the river and harbor appropriations two 
years ago by $300,000, as is stated. It covers 
fewer objects. It is actually a larger bill. 
The Galveston, Baltimore, and Philadelphia 
harbors, the Hgy Lake channel, and the St. 
Mary’s River improvement were all in the bill 
two years ago, They do not appear in the 
present measure, because they are now pro- 
vided for in the Sundry Civil bill. There is 
the $16,000,000 which will be required to com- 
plete the Mississippi River improvement un- 
der the contract system. The bill also puts 
the Hudson, the Mobile River, the Culumbia 
River, the Charleston and Savannah Harbors, 


the same system. This will mean that appro- 
priations for all these objects will have to be 
made next year and every subsequent year in 
the Sundry Civil bill, as is now done with the 
Galveston Harbor and the Hay Lake channel. 
Gen. T. J. Henderson, an LUlinois member 
of the committee, has been able to do pretty 
well by his section.- It was when he was 
Chairman of the Committee that the initial 
appropriation of $500,000 was made for the 
Hennepin Canal. This year he secures 
another $500,000. Calumet Harbor’ gets 
$15,000; Waukegan, $25,000; while $72,000 is 
appropriated to complete the Chicago Harbor. 
The Calumet River in Illinois and Indiana gets 
$75,000, the Illinois River, $100,000, and the 
Kaskaskia, $4,500. At the present rate of ap- 
propriating $500,000 once in two years it will 
take twenty-eight yearg to complete the Hen- 
nepin Canal, before the termination of which 
much additional! money will be required to 
maintain the work previously done, and as the 
work will be of, no special utility until com- 
pleted throughout ite entire extent, it is man- 
fest that provision should be made for its 
much more rapid prosecution. Even at the 
rate of appropriation of $1,700,000 biennially, 
it will take eight years to complete this work, 
which is a reasonable and practicable time. 


Fate of the Chicago River, 


The policy of the committee in regard to 
the Chicago River will probably raise a strong 
protest in Chicago, The committee did not 
fully agree today to except the Chicago River 
from the operations of the River and Harbor 
act of 1890, which reasserted the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Government over the river. In- 
stead, that matter was referred to the sub- 
committee, consisting of Chairman Blanch- 
ard, Gen. Henderson, and W. A. Stone of 
Pennsylvania. The subcommittee, however, 
is strongly inclined to recommend that the 
river be excepted, and the control again vested 
in the.city. Chairman Blanchard has indi- 
eated his view that this is the wiser course. 
Gen. Henderson has been in doubt, but he 
also inclines to the opinion that the matter 
will be simplified by turning the control of 
the river over to the city again and letting it 
make whatever improvements are necessary. 
It is certain that no appropriation can be had 
from Congress for improviug the river within 
the city limits. The vesselmen will fight the 
change bitterly. The War Department, if its 
own opinion is sought, will indorse the propo- 


the jurisdiction which the act of 1890 conferred 
on it, and the Canal street’ bridge has given 
the department infinite trouble. Of the Chi- 
cago Congressmen Mr. McGann favors 
taking the river out ot the jurisdiction of the 
War Department, while Col. Ab Taylor says 
he is against the change proposed and will 
fight it.

Provision for the Mississippi River. 


The bill, in authorizing the contract sys- 
tem ty be applied to the Mississippi River, 
provides: 

For improving the Mississippi River from the 
head of the passes to the mouth of the Ohio 
River, including salaries, clerical, office, travel- 
ing, and miscellaneous expenses of the Mississippi 
River Commission and continuing improve- 
ments, $2,500,000 (the amount directly appropri- 
ated in this year’s bill), to be expended under di- 
rection of the Secretary of War, in accordance 
with the plans, specifications, and recommenda- 
tions of the Mississippi River Commission, for the 
general improvement of the river, for the build- 
ing of levees, and for surveys, including the sur- 
veys from the head of the passes to the head 
waters of the river, in such manner as in their 
opinion shall best improve navigation and pro- 
mote the interests of commerce at all stages of 
the river. 

Additional contracts may be entered into by the 
Secretary of War for such materials and work as 
may be necessary to carry on continuously the 
plans of the Mississippi River Commission, or the 
materials may be purchased and work done other- 
wise than by contract, to be paid for as appropri- 
ations may be made from time to time, not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $2,500,000 per annum, for 
three years commencing July 1, 1893, 

For improving the Mississippi River from the 
mouth vf the Ohio to St. Paul $1,500,000 is appro- 
priated. Additonal contracts may be made by 
the Secretary of War to carry on continuously 
the systematic improvement of the Mississippi 
between the pointe mentioned, or material may 
be purchased and work done otherwise than by 
contract not exceeding in the aggregate $1.500,000 
per annum for three years, commencing July 1 
1893; provided, that of the amount appropriated 
$700,000 shall be expended from the mouth of the 
Ohio to the mouth of the Missouri River, and 
$800,00 from the mouth of the Missouri to St. Paul, 
and the amounts for which additional contracts 
are authorized to be entered into shall be ex- 
pended in like proportions, 


Deep Water Channel Through the Lakes. 


In the case of the great lakes project $400,- 
000 is appropriated in the bill for a ship chan- 
nel 20 and 21 feet in depth and of a minimum 
width of 300 feet in the shallows of the con- 
necting waters of the great lakes between 
Chicago, Duluth, and Buffalo. Further con- 
tracts may be made by the Secretary of War 
to carry out the plan proposed by the en- 

fineer officer at Detreit, not to exceed: the 
imit named. 

In the cases of the other improvements put 
under the~contract — the bill provides 
that the Secretary of War may enter into con- 
tracts “*to complete the present project of 
improvements to be paid for as appropria- 
tions may be made by law.”’ The aggregate 
cost of the contracts shall not exceed, inclu- 
sive of the appropriations made directly in 
this bill, the cost heretofore named as the 
limit of cost of completion of the improve- 
ments. For these projects there is directly 
appropriated in the - bill 
amounts: Charleston Harbor, $300,000; Mo- 
bile Harbor, $850,000; Savannah River, $425,-

STANDARD COMPANY TO BE ASKED 
TO KEDUCE ITS BID. 


What Its Original Offer Was and What It 


Will Be Asked to Supply the Of] for—. 


The Amount That Wonld Be Required 
—Offer Made to Reproduce Pompeii— 
Conference to Be Held Regarding the 
Bids for Furnishing Electric Lights— 
Other News of the Exposition. 
Exposition officials have decided to burn 
fuel oil at Jackson Park to ran the power 
vlant—that is. ifthe Standard Oil company 
can be induced to slightly modify its bid for 
furnishing the oil. Itis probable that this 
will be done. In the proposals opened last 
Saturday for furvishing fuel the Standard Oil 
company offered to supply oil at 70 cents per 
barrel for what might be used during the pres- 


ent yearand 723¢ cents per barrel for that 


used next. year. The total estimate of the 
number of barrels that will be consumed is 
180,000, and only 15,000 will be required this 
year. The World’s Fair people have learned 
that the current rate for oii now is 68 cents 
per,barre!, so that the company. proposed to 
charge two cents above what is now the cur- 
rent rate. 


The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
yesterday decided to have a conference with 
the company’s representatives in Chicago, 
and ask for a modification like this: The 
Exposition management is willing to pay 70 
cents for oil consumed tais year, but want the 
company to give the Fair the benefit of any 
reduction in price which*may occur next 
year—that is, if the current price of oii should 
drop two or three cents the Exposition com- 
pany wants the benefit of the reduced rate. In 
case, however, oil should rise above 724 
cents the World’s Fair people do not want to 
pay the increase, but be charged 72%¢ cents.

One Erected Near Baltimore on the 300th 
Anniversary of the Discovery. 

Bautmorg, Ma., March 21,—[Special.]— 
This city can lay claim to the first and proba- 
bly the only monument to Christopher Co- 
lumbus in this country. The shaft, covered 
by the mold of time, stands on the grounds of 
the Samuel Ready Orphan Asylum, formerly 
the old Amamor mansion, near Baltimore. 
Oldirecords were found recently showing that 
Oct, 12, 1792, the 200th anniversary of the 
landing of Columbus, that a crowd of 
patriots, nearly all residents of the 
little. Village of Baltimore, assembled 
on the lawn near the Amamor home. 
Gen. Amamor, who was accompanied to 
this country froin France by the gallant 
Count de Grasse, Washington’s. friend, dedi- 
cated the monument in their presence, and the 
villagers with bowed heads heard the ceno- 
taph blessed. Then those who saw it for the 
first time drew near and read the inscription 
that now shows the effects of the rains and 
storms ofa hundred years: ‘“ Sacred to the 
memory of Chris. Columbus, Octr. 12, 
MDCC8C.”

WHAT BRAZIL INTENDS TO EXHIBIT. 


Salvador de Mendonca, Minister tothe United 
States, Talks of the Exhibition. 

New Yorx, March 21.—Salvador de Men- 
donca, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Brazil at Washington, 1s at 
the Holland House. He says: 

I understand that, aside from the appropriation 
of $300,000 by the Federal Government of Brazil 
for the World’s Fair exhibit, different States that 
constitute the Federal union have made liberal 
appropriations and appoin special committces 
totake charge of their State exhibits. These 
committees are already at work securing articles 
for the Exposition. It is quite probable that my 
country will make not only a profuse exhibit of 
staple articles of export, like ee, rubber, hides, 
furs, sugar, and construction woods, but also an 
exhibit of certain manufactured artic like fur- 
niture, fine saddlery, shoes, and reserved 
fruits. I expect that we even 
better represented in the Art Department, show- 
ing fine books, psintings by our artists, sculpture, 
and musical compositions. The Brazilian com- 
poser, Calis Gomez, cabled me last week from 
Milan, Italy, asking the p of the Musical 
Department, with the inten to write an anthem 
especially for the occasion. In the Exposition of 
1876 the same composer, at the request of the ex- 
Emperor of Brazil, Dom Pedro, wrote a special 
composition, which was executed for the first 
time on the Fourth of July in the course of the 
ceremonies at Independence Hall by Gilmore’s 
Band. It is not unlikely that the last ond opera 
by the same com r, “Condor,” will be per- 
formed in part, if not entirely. I’ have already 
communicated with the Musical Department 
about the intentions of my countrymen, and I ex- 
pect that he will be cordially we ed. Theo- 
dore Thomas expressed his satisfaction at the 
news 1 received from Gomez.

STATUS OF THE STATIONARY ENGINEER. 


A Paper Prepared by the Press Committee 
of Chicago No. 1, N. A. 8. E, 

There are comparatively few people who 
realize the exacting requirements in the call- 
ing of astationary engineer, of whom there 
are nearly 5,000 employed in the City of Chi- 
cago alone. if one were to take the cars in 
any part of the city during the early morning 
and ask of his tellow-passengers thé business 
in which they were employed, the reply from 
fully 20 per cent would be, “ engineer ” or 
“fireman.” This estimation of their nuinber 
does not exaggerate. 

About ten yeare ago a number of the more 
advanced engineers, desirous of keeping 
abreast of the times, called a meeting to talk 
over the situation, amd the outgrowth of this 
meeting was the formation of)the National 
Association of Stationary Engineers. The 
association grew ragealy, flourished, and today . 
comprises about subordinate associations 
in all ‘parts of the United Stat-s, the total 
membership of which at the present time is 
close on to 10,000, fully 1,000 of whom 
are in the City of Chicago, where today there 
are seven associations belonging to the 
National Association of Stationary En- 
gineers, and a few indepenient orders 
of engineers, all of which go to 
swell the total number of stationary engineérs 
in this city. Our association is similar to 
other benevolent organizations, but very un- 
like the various trade unions, in this, that it 
does not pretend to dictate regarding the 

uestion of wages or number of hours which 
shall constitute a day’s work, these being left 
to employer and employé, the association in- 
terfering in no way between them. _ 

The principal object of the association is 
educational, the members ever striving to per- 
fect themselves in the knowledge and practi 
of their calling. A candidate for membership 
in our order must pass a strict exemination as 
to his ability as an engineer his character 
as aman before he will be admitted as a 
member. Our Board of Examiners 
are men of ability and integrity and re- 
quire the same characteristics in those who 
would become members. Drunkenness, in- 
competency, or carelessness in their duties is 
deemed sufficient cause for their immediate 
expulsion from the order; hence we have 
none but the higher class of engineers in this 
organization. ‘In our association, No, 1, of
